House Call 

What causes 
heart disease? 

The original diagnosis of 
heart disease often comes at 
autopsy A fatal heart attack 
can be both end point and firsl 
symptom 

In a disease that takes 20 to 
40 years to develop and may 
have no early warning signals, 
it is vitally important to identi 
fy causes Wouldn't it be help 
ful it it Wfere possible to follow 
heart disease victims over a 
lifetime'’ If we could compare 
the histones of sufferers and 
survivors'* 

Today we actually have 
such information It comes 
from the lives of 5,209 men and 
women in a small Massachu 
setts town who have been 
studied intensively for 27 
years The Framingham pro 
ject is the first national study to 
examine a population and re¬ 
cord its habits faithfully for al¬ 
most a whole generation 

Earlier reports identified 
major correctable risk factors 
(characteristics found in asso¬ 
ciation with heart and blood 
vessel disease) as cigarette 
smoking, high blood pressure, 
and high levels of cholesterol. a 
blood (at. 

Later results confirm these 
relationships, as does other re¬ 
search And this information 
from the long run provides bet¬ 
ter insights about what is "nor 
mal" and what is “ideal" in 
risk factor levels, the way dis¬ 
ease evolves, and the possibili¬ 
ties for interrupting the chain 
of circumstances that leads to 
heart attack, stroke, or other 


catastrophes of circulation 
One fact has become in¬ 
creasingly clear .A moderate 
amount of each of several nsk 
faitors spells danger The 
largest percentage of heart 
and blood vessel disease de 
velops in that part of the popu¬ 
lation with what are called 
mulliple marginal abnor 
malities ' 




A typical heart attack vie 
tim IS male, smokes ciga 
reties, and has somewhat ele¬ 
vated blood pressure and blood 
cholesterol Either of the last 
iwo factors might not be at the 
frightening level considered 
separately But, combined and 
added to smoking, maleness, 
and perhaps mild obesity and 
lack of physical activity, they 
present considerable risk 

As examples 

A 40-year old man with 185 
cholesterol level (low for L' S 
values), systolic blood pres¬ 
sure (the upper number in 
blood pressure readings) of 
120, and who does not smoke 
cigarettes, has two chances in 
100 of developing cardiovascu 
lar disease within eight years

The figure is a 
record for the statewide 
system. 

The annual giving program 
is a major project of the UT 
National Alumni Association, 
of which Dr. James Hall of 
Trenton is president. 

Litton Cochran of Knoxville, 
national chairman of annual 
giving, said the total 
ji, repre^ts the largest single- 
„ year increase in annual giving 
since the program was begun 
in 1962 

The number of individual 
contributors was 22,353, also a 
record and 355 more than the 
previous year. 

Alumni of all UT campuses, 
including the Center for the 
Health Sciences In Melhphis 
and Thd ’UitivetsBy 'of Ten¬ 
nessee at Martin, pdrticipated 
in the annual giving program 

Funds raised will be used for _ 

scholarships, teaching awards friends. 


and other academic enrich¬ 
ment programs. 

About 27 percent of all UT 
alumni contributed in 1977-78, 
according to Stanley R. 
McAnally, associate vice 
president for alumni affairs 
and annual giving. 

McAnally said the national 
average for alumni par¬ 
ticipation in such fund drives 
among public institutions is 12 
percent, while the average for 
public and private colleges 
and universities combined in 
17percent. 

This was the third straight 
year in which UT’s annual 
giving topped $1 million. The 
total for 1976-77 was $1,251,297.

California. She viewed the 
Rocky mountains which she 
called "beautiful.” 

Bringing her mind back to 
Martin: 

"I'm getting very excited 
about getting students in¬ 
volved in existing programs 


and starting n«w ones.” 
Wikstrom said at hands 
danced on my daktop The 
Volunteer Service Bureau 
works with about 1$ agencies 
in the Martin area, none of 
them farther thanGreenfleld 
These agencies range from 
nursing homes to h^es for 
retarded children and adults. 

"The agencies have had 
nothing but good things to say 
about the volunteers, and feel 
that the volunteers are 
valuable to the agencies and 
their clients, " Wikstrom s^, 
^PPily "I think the agfnem 
are anxious for ua to get 
started " 

To get herself started 
Wikstrom was briefed and 
oriented by her friend and 
predecessor .Mrs Mary 
Cowser Then she spoke with 
several dormitory Resident 
Assistants. She also con¬ 
templates speaking to classes 
in education, early cnildhood 
education, home economics, 
psychology, and sociology 
These talks should explain the 
program and give these 
students a chance to gain 
some practical experience in 
their chosen fields. 

The new boss of VSB has her 
eyes on the future. She 
already has two work study 
students working for tier, one 
of whom will be appointed 
Student Co-ordinator. This 
person has some ideas in¬ 
cluding the initiation of a Big 
Brother program for Martin, 
Both of them as well as 
Wikstrom feel that there ia a 
need for such a program here 
in Martin because the current 
program.s aimed at the target 
population does not provide 
all the needs this proposed 
program hopes to. 

There is also a need for a 
iine-shot .Saturday program 
where students or other in¬ 
terested persons could 
volunteer for one job on one 
Saturday, .lobs could include 
yardwork for rhut ins and 
winterizing homes of those 
unable to do it themselves. 

The volunteer Services 
Bureau is still located in 
Gooch Hall, and those in¬ 
terested in applying should go 
by the office locat^ in 125A 
and pick up an application.
